Two Million Cars Will Wear 
_Labels Similar to This

EARLY two million freight 

cars and most of the rest of 

the railroad rolling stock in North 

America will soon be wearing col- 

orful labels that’ will be “read” 

automatically: by the electronic 
“eyes” of trackside scanners. 

The 6-by-18-inch labels — each 
made up of horizontal strips of 
black, blue, red and white reflec- 
torized material (similar to the 
stickers used on auto license plates 
in some states) — will contain a 
surprising amount of coded infor- 
mation. 

From the arrangement of the 
strips, the trackside scanners will 
be able to determine a given unit’s 
number and ownership, and 
whether it is a freight car, a piggy- 
back trailer, a container, a loco- 
motive, or some other item of rail- 
road rolling stock. 

The scanners will be able to 
“yead” the labels on equipment 
going by at speeds up to 80 miles 
an hour, day or night, even under 
the most adverse weather con- 
ditions. 


Industry-Wide Program 

All this is part of the new indus- 
try-wide automatic car identifica- 
tion program, known by its initials 
as ACI. By January 1, 1970, every 
car used in interchange service on 
U.S, and Canadian railroads must 
carry an ACI label. 

It is expected that the ACI sys- 
tem, tied in with railroad comput- 
ers and other equipment, will 
make it possible to pinpoint the

location of freight cars with 
greater speed and accuracy than 
ever before. 

“With better information, we 
expect to be able to get more effi- 
cient use out of the entire freight 
car fleet,” says Thomas M. Good- 
fellow, president of the Associa- 
tion of American Railroads. 

A 10 per cent increase in the 
utilization of freight cars, he 
points out, would have the effect 
of adding 180,000 more cars to the 
industry’s fleet —- the equivalent 
of a capital outlay of about $2.7 
billion. 


Other Advantages 

Other advantages anticipated 
through the use of the ACI system 
include: 

e Faster and more accurate in- 
formation for day-to-day operat- 
ing purposes. 

© Rapid location of specific car 
types to meet traffic needs. 

¢ Automatic collection and 
storage of special data on rolling 
stock for maintenance and serv- 
icing. 

© An up-to-the-minute record 
of every car interchanged between 
railroads. 

On Southern Pacific, it is ex- 
pected that the ACI system will 
be closely tied in with TOPS 
(Total Operations Processing Sys- 
tem), the Company’s computer-

ized program for pooling informa- 
tion on every car, locomotive and 
train moving over its lines, and 
for making it almost instantly 
available to all who need it. 


Huge Investment 
The ACI system will require a 
substantial investment. Accord- 
ing to present estimates, it will 
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cost the railroads more than $20 
million just to label their cars. 

About 80,000 of Southern Pa- 
cific’s own freight cars will have 
to be labeled within the next 15 
months (those due for retirement 
will not be labeled). In addition, 
after January 1, 1969, we will 
label foreign line cars requiring 
repairs on our lines, New equip- 
ment is being delivered by the 
manufacturers with the ACT labels 
already attached. 

Southern Pacific began labeling 
cars at Sacramento in August. By 
the end of the year, labeling of the 
Company’s rolling stock will be 
underway at about 20 additional 
points around the system, includ- 
ing major shops, one-spot car re- 
pair installations, and some car 
cleaning and servicing facilities. 


Two Labels Per Car 

The plastic strips which make 
up the label are either affixed to a 
steel plate which, in turn, is riv- 
eted to the side of the car, or they 
are applied directly to the car. 
Both sides of the car must be 
labeled. 

The label is composed of 13 
digits represented by horizontal 
plastic strips of various colors. 
Starting at the bottom of the 
label, the first digit tells the scan- 
ner to start “reading.” The next 
four give the numerical code for 
the type and owner of the unit 
(for example, 0721 indicates a 
Southern Pacific freight car). The 
next six give the unit’s number. 
The 12th digit tells the scanner 


‘to stop “reading,” and the top 
_ digit is the validity check number. 


This number, based on a math- 
ematical calculation involving all 
the other numbers, is used as a 


check to make sure that a correct’ 


Jabel-has been installed on the car. 
A computer has calculated the 


validity check numbers for. all ‘of 


Southern Pacifie’s cars. These are 
now being listed in.a booklet for 
use by those labeling the cars. The 
computer has also determined how 
many of the plastic strips repre- 
senting the various numbers we 
will néed — for example, 269,000 
“1’s”, 254,000 ‘2’s” and about 
65,000 “8's”. 


The Scanner 

The trackside scanner contains 
color sensitive optical and electri- 
cal equipment housed in a weath- 
er-tight steel case. Through a win- 
dow it projects a beam of high 
intensity light at the labels of pas- 
sing cars and other equipment. 
The reflectorized strips on the 
labels bounce this light back to 
the scanner in the same path as 
the original beam. The scanner 
“reads” the reflected light from 
the colored strips, scanning them 
at high speed from bottom to top, 
one digit at a time. It converts op- 
tical data received from the label 
into electrical signals, which can 
be interpreted by a decoder. This 
device translates the electrical 
signals into meaningful numbers 
which can be fed into a computer 
or converted into a printed list

showing the initial and number of 
each passing car. A related unit 
counts the cars as they pass the 
scanner, “notifying” the decoder 
if it detects any without labels. 

Present plans call for the instal- 
lation of about 120 scanners on 
our lines at interchange tracks, in 
yards and at locomotive and car 
repair shops. The first scanner in- 
stallations will be made during the 
second half of 1969.7

Southern Pacific has won a sil- 
ver medal from the E. H. Harri- 
man Memorial Safety Committee 
of Awards for having the second 
best employe safety record of any 
major railroad in the United 
States —- those whose employes 
worked 20 million man-hours or

The St. Louis Southwestern 
Railway placed first among line- 
haul railroads whose employes 
worked less than 20 million man- 
hours last year, receiving a gold 
medal for its efforts. 

According to an announcement 
from the World Safety Research 
Institute, Inc., the Class I rail- 
roads’ fatality rate for employes 
on duty during 1967 was .91 per 
10 billion gross ton miles — third 
lowest in history. 

Begun in 1913 by the late Mrs. 
Mary W. Harriman in memory of 
her husband, E. H. Harriman, who 
was chairman of the Executive 
Committee and president of 
Southern Pacific between 1901 
and 1909, and a pioneer in the rail- 
road field, the Harriman Memorial 
Awards are continuing under the 
sponsorship of two sons, W. Ave- 
rell Harriman, ambassador at 
large (now in Paris), and former 
governor of New York, and E. Ro- 
land Harriman, chairman of the 
American Red Cross.

G. W. Kelly Dies 


Southern Pacific people were 
saddened by the death in Chicago 
on October 7 of G. W. Kelly, 65, 
senior vice president-operations of 
the Rock Island Lines. 

Kelly, whose first 49 years of 
railroad service were with South- 
ern Pacific, started as a call boy 
at San Antonio at the age of 13 
and was general manager of the 
Texas and Louisiana Lines from 
1959 to 1965. 

He joined the Rock Island on 
April 1, 1965 as vice president- 
operations and was named senior 
vice president and a director later 
the same year. He had planned to 
retire on Oct. 31. 

Recently, the Rock Island’s big 
Silvis, Ill., freight classification 
yard was renamed “Kelly Yard” 
in honor of his outstanding accom- 
plishments while serving with that 
railroad.

Here are some recent “bright 
ideas” developed by Mechanical 
Department people: 

Portable SEARCH Unit. poy 
some time, Southern Pacific has 
been using a trackside computer 
“harnessed” to various electrical 
check points on diesel locomotives 
to test the circuitry of these units. 
The computer-harness set-up is 
called a SEARCH unit. 

A suitcase-sized instrument 
which plugs into SEARCH check 
points and which can be used to 
test the circuits of locomotives 
while they are actually pulling 
trains was developed recently by 
R. O. Dickerson, supervisor of 
quality control at Roseville, Calif., 
with the assistance of M. R. Gad- 
dis, asst. manager of maintenance 
engineering at San Francisco. 

This portable unit, which has 
25 indicator lights on its test 
panel, is especially helpful in 
tracking down mysterious trou- 
bles that only show up when the 
diesel is operating. It can also be 
used to study the running per- 
formance of a diesel’s electrical 
system.

“We feel that our on-board 
tester can provide a useful supple- 
ment to the standing tests now 
being made with SEARCH units 
at five key points around the sys- 
tem,” says Dickerson. 

Journal Box Washer. A device 
developed by F. J, Phillips, gen- 
eral mechanical foreman at Ogden, 
Utah, is simplifying the job of 
cleaning freight car journal boxes 
— a task which formerly had to 
be done by hand.

Thus, 
the cleaning fluid can be used re- 
peatedly, with practically no 
waste. This device is not only sav- 
ing money, but it is also speeding 
up the servicing of journal boxes 
at Ogden. 

Brake Shoe Distributor. Brake 
shoes must be distributed along 
yard tracks for use by Mechani- 
cal Dept. personnel servicing out- 
bound trains at Eugene Yard. 


“We used to load brake shoes 
on a flatcar and toss them off on 
the path between the tracks,” says 
J. E, Roberts, general foreman at 
Eugene. “Then we'd have to have 
men. on the ground picking them 
up and placing them near the 
rails, out of the way of equipment 
and people using the paths.” 


Roberts conceived the idea for

Center Plate Grinder. Guada- 
lupe Gonzales, machinist at 
Taylor Yard, Los Angeles, has 
developed a special tool for use in 
grinding body center plates on 
freight cars. 

These center plates, which are 
shaped like inverted cake pans, 
fit into matching center plates on 
top of truck bolsters, forming the 
connecting links between the 
freight car body and its truck 
assemblies. 

Formerly, when a body center 
plate became worn or out-of- 
round, it was necessary to remove 
it with a torch, repair it, and re- 
apply it to the center sill. This was 
time consuming and expensive. 

The device developed by Gon- 
zales grinds the center plates in 
place (after any necessary weld- 
ing); they do not have to be re- 
moved. And it grinds them to pre- 
cise tolerances. 

Vacuum Cleaner for Grain 
Cars. This king-sized vacuum 
cleaner, mounted on a truck body, 
is powered by a fan which rotates 
at 2,500 revolutions per minute, 


creating a strong suction. 

Now in use at Pine Bluff, Ark., 
on the Cotton Belt, the device 
speeds the cleaning of cars used to 
haul grain and similar commodi- 
ties. These cars formerly had to 
be swept out or washed. 

A big suction hose permits re- 
moval of grain and debris from 
behind the side lining of the car. 
The debris is deposited automati- 
cally in a bin on the truck. By 
using the device, one man can 
clean a car in less than five min- 
utes. 

Developers of the mobile vac- 
uum cleaner are C. P. Chitwood, 
special assistant to the general 
manager, and J. Y. Allen, district 
master car repairer, both at Hous- 
ton.”

Success Story 


Research Helps Reduce Claims 


HIS IS.A success story involv- 

ing months of investigation by 
Southern - Pacific’s Damage Pre- 
vention and Loading Services De- 
partment, plus the willing cooper- 
ation of a whole industry. 

The result: a dramatic and con- 
tinuing reduction in claims on ply- 
wood, one of the most important 
commodities handled by our rail- 
road, 

Ié all began in the early ’60’s, 
when damage claims on plywood 
were mounting rapidly. They 
jumped from about $200,000 a 
year in 1960 to over $400,000 in 
1962. By 1964, they had reached 
$632,000. 

In 1964, the department as- 
signed Frank H. Purpura, assist- 
ant supervisor of Damage Pre- 
vention and Loading Services at 
Portland, to analyze and identify 
every loading method used by the 
plywood industry. 

Frank was well qualified for the 
job, having served as a loading 
expert for the Mechanical Depart- 
ment before accepting this assign- 
ment. 

His investigation took more than 
a year, Shippers not only helped 
him gather facts, but they also 
modified any method of loading 
that appeared to be producing 
damage. 

In connection with its study, 
the department tested 15 differ- 
ent ways to load plywood during 
1964-65 with the assistance of 
shippers and the cooperation of 
other railroads, These connecting 
carriers sent the department pho- 
tographs and detailed reports on 
the arrival condition of more than 

:.1;700 carloads of plywood. 


After analyzing the results of 
the tests, the department settled 
on two basic loading methods. It 
recommended them to plywood 
shippers in an illustrated booklet 
entitled, “How to Load Plywood 
in Closed Cars,” published by 
Southern Pacific in mid-1966. 

That year — before the effect 
of the new loading methods began 
to be felt — claim payments 
reached an all-time high of $709,- 
000, more than $2 out of every 
$100 of revenue earned for haul- 
ing this commodity. 

But in 1967, payments dropped 
to $561,000, thanks to shipper co- 
operation in following recommen- 
dations in the booklet. The con- 
necting railroads which handle 
plywood originating on our lines 
also reported a reduction in claims 
totaling over $600,000. 

Claims have continued to de- 
cline this year. The department 
estimates that Southern Pacific’s 
1968 claim bill on plywood will be 
under $500,000. 

Nationally, claims on plywood 
went down from $4.4 million in 
1966 to $3.7 million in 1967, and 
they are continuing to go down 
this year — due in large part to 
the improved loading methods rec-. 
ommended by Southern Pacific. 

The department is now working 
with five other carriers and with 
representatives of the Association 
of American Railroads and the 
American Plywood Association on 
the preparation of an official AAR 
loading circular, based on the 
Southern Pacific study with fur- 
ther refinements from representa- 
tives of the participating organi- 
zations.

“We feel that our success story 
with plywood illustrates what can 
be accomplished when shippers 
and carriers work together to 
solve a mutual problem,” says 
D. C. Dudley, manager, Damage 
Prevention and Loading Services, 
at San Francisco. “If the old load- 
ing methods were still being used, 
our claim bill on plywood would 
undoubtedly still be climbing. 

“We're not satisfied, of course. 
We still have a long way to go, 
but we know we're on the right 
track.”

Largest Shipping Facility Ever Built in Bay Area 


Huge Terminal Dedicated 


A trainload of cargo containers, 
representing seven U.S. and Jap- 
anese shipping lines, smashing 
through a barrier to trigger a re- 
lease of confetti, was the high 
point of the Port of Oakland’s 
dedication of its new Seventh 
Street Marine Terminal on Sep- 
tember 12. 

More than a thousand world 
trade, business, railroad and gov- 
ernment leaders from the Bay. 
Area and the Far East partici- 
pated in the formal opening of 
the 140-acre container terminal, 
scheduled for completion by 1970. 
On hand to represent Southern 
Pacific and its highway trucking 
service, Pacific Motor Trucking— 
which will directly serve the new 
facility — were President B. F. 
Biaggini and Vice President L. E. 
Hoyt. 

The Seventh Street Terminal, 
largest single shipping facility 
ever built in the Bay Area, will 
ultimately cost more than $30 
million. 

‘It has a large amount of acreage 
‘available for storing thousands of 
containers in the open, and the 
only buildings required are offices,

container maintenance depots and 
sheds for consolidating small lots 
of cargo into single container- 
loads. 


The key to containerized cargo 
shipping is speed. When the in- 
coming ships from Hawaii and the 


luge mobile crane, which 


Far East reach the Terminal, the 
containers are swiftly lifted from 
shipboard and placed on truck- 
trailers at dockside. The trucks 
then haul the containers to their 
destination or to railroad pickup 
points near the dock. Unit trains 
are planned to move containers at 
high speeds from Oakland to Chi- 
cago and East Coast destinations. 

The Terminal, being developed 
at the site of the old Southern 
Pacific Mole — where fleets of 
ferry boats used to connect with 
Southern Pacific passenger trains 
— will eventually have eight deep- 
water ship berths, two fishing piers 
and public areas, a 70-foot-high 
revolving restaurant, and a 16- 
acre unit train terminal.
